11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper.

Major Henry T. Lee ol 
Los Angeles passed' away at 
his home on West Adams 
Ftreet Wednesday .night at 
the age of 72 years.

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer's proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name.

4 . QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing. 

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 

6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir- 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 


13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made at the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

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State Control? 

The property tax is under assault nearly everywhere 
today, in the court and at the ballot box. It is championed 
by many cities and towns of America, because it provides 
87 per cent of all local tax revenues. Even so, it is clear 
that neither concerned taxpayers nor the courts will be 
satisfied until the property tax is restructured into some¬ 
thing quite different from what it is today. 

There was a time in United States history when 
government’s reliance on property tax made a great deal 
of economic sense. In colonial days, wealth meant farm 
land, buildings, livestock, jewelry, and such items that 
could be seen or touched. The property tax was truly a 
levy on wealth. 

The impetus for change in our State was the California 
Supreme Court's six-to-one ruling in the Serrano v. Priest 
rase. The courts have not in any sense outlawed the prop¬ 
erty tax. Rather, they held that education expenditures 
cannot be allowed to vary from school district to school 
district because of accidental uneveness in the distribu¬ 
tion of wealth. 

Recently the findings of the President’s Commission 
on School Finance gave added credence to these needs 
as we have recognized them in California. 

The Commission recommended that the states take 
over the major burden of paying for public schools. Al¬ 
though the Commission did not go nearly as far as some 
officials had expected, it staled clearly that reliance on 
the local property tax must be reduced. Provision would 
i>e made for incentives to state governments, enabling 
them to switch over to state-financed education in five 

years. .... 

For the states to accomplish the shift, they would 
receive between $4.6 billion and $7.8 billion over the next 
five years as an incentive for assuming the financing 
effort now being made by the 17,500 local school districts. 
An additional outlay of $1 billion a year will be needed 
to help the inner city schools through a federal matching 
program. 

It is apparent that if the local property tax is cast 
aside, someone will have to come up with a lot of money 
in a hurry. As our State Controller Houston Flournoy puts 
it: “I suspect those who want to eliminate the property 
tax for education are not quite sure how much is now 
raised by the local school tax on property.” In fact, it 
comes to $1 billion, against $2 billion from the sales tax 
and $1.5 billion from personal income taxes. 

The emphasis of the report was that education is 
largely a responsibility of the states, and that the federal 
role in financing education should be only supplementaly. 
The Commission, headed by Neil McElroy, chaiiman of 
the board of Proctor and Gamble and a secretary of de¬ 
fense in the Eisenhower Administration, said the nation’s 
school system is “in serious trouble, and if we fail to 
recognize it, our country’s chance to survive will all 
but disappear." 

The Commission concluded that “the best way for 
the states to reform their tax structures for education is 
to reduce the current reliance on property taxes and trans- 
for the fund raising mechanism to the states. 

Weakening the Free Press 

An excellent example of the inherent inequity of 
government controls over the marktplace can be seen 
in the publishing business. Magazine and newspaper pub- 
lishrs are subject to Phase II guidelines but not the Postal 
Service which is free to raise postage rates to any level 
it deems necessary. In the second-class category, postal 
rates are slated to increase about 150 per cent over five 
years. Third-class postal rates increases are following a 
similar trend. The net result of all this is that there is 
likely to be a gradual drying up of the flow of news and 
information upon which the public depends to arrive at 
fair and reasonable conclusions on important issues of 
the day. 

If publications can be put out of business through 
postal rate increases, the question of the censorship of 
the press becomes academic. There will be very little press 
to censor and the written word as an element of the 
right of free speech will steadily diminish in importance 
as insolvency thins the ranks of America's thousands of 
daily and weekly newspapres as well as the nation's 
magazines. 

Fame Is Fickle 

Clifford Irving and his wife reached a new plateau 
of publicity and fame -- notoriety if you prefer when 
they pleaded guilty to federal charges of conspiracy and 
county charges of grand larceny and conspiracy. 

They achieved their eminence through a complex plan 
to produce and sell for a very large sum what they now 
admit was a fabricated “biography” of Howard Hughes. 
Word has it that they now hope to recoup their probable 
fine, and compensate the duped publisher, by writing 
and selling a book about their ill-fated book. More head¬ 
lines. 

A word of caution, however, to the Irvings. Fame is 
fide. Not long ago the spotlight was focused on the pur- 
loiner of the Pentagon papers. You know ... ah ... . 
uh . . . old what’s-his-name? 

Strike Three! 

Baseball isn’t quite what it used to be in the days of 
peanuts and popcorn and crackerjack when nobody paid 
or made very much money out at the old ball park; but 
despite the encroachment of professional football it still 
is the national pastime to a great portion of the American 
public.
